REPORTER - Has the law allowing a Waiver of 
homestead benefitted me.chanis to any great 
extent? 

Me GOLDsMITH—Consid erably. Frequently 
men eme in aud presenta weiver and are 
granted credit when they could not get it oth- 
erwise The weiver law is good, bui it does not 
meet all the evis of the case. A more 
general remedy is needed. I am not opposed 
to all homestead provisi us, but ai present they 
are too sweeping. Frequently aman protects 
more than 5,000 behind this right and defraude 
honest and my be poor men who are his credi, 
tors I sincerely hope the convention will take 
hold of this matter and go tothe bottom of it 
They can do nothing better or more acceptable 
to the people. 

Thanking Mr. Goldsmith for his frank talk, 
the reporter next spoke o DrR PS Kimbro, 3 
leading clothing merchant, on the subject. He 
said: If I were in the couvention,the first thing 
I wou'd do would be to attack the present col - 
lecung laws. Thy are terribly def 
cien t. The collection of debts, even 
where they can be collected, 
isslow ahd aggrayating. I would enlarge the 
jurisdiction of the magistrates. They are now 
allowed to preside only on efses where not 
more than $5000 an account or $100 on a note 
is C ner,. If they are capab e of sitting in 
such a Case they are capable of hearing one in- 
volviug $500. In Tennessee such is the law. and 
the collectii g laws of that state are vastly 
superior to ours. Here when your debt is of 
any size you are compelled to sue and plead und 
be put off month after month, end perhaps you 
are kept out of money justly your own for a 
year or two simply because of 
the rascality Ir stubbornness of some 
man, and the deficient laws which shelter him 
init The homestead is too large. It is a mis- 
fortune to the poor man, for it destroys his 
credit, Many a man who would be good fur 
considerable sume without this law can now get 
no credit. The garnishment law is discrimina~ 
ting. If aman buys clothing or dry goods he is 
just as properly fable for them as for groceries 
One great evil of our bad system is hat it in- 
jures the credit of our merchants 
at the north. Small dealers now fini it 
exceedingly difficult to buy goods in New York, 
because our laws are really such that they are 
not obliged to pay for them. The hardship 
worked in this way is enormous and it 
puts the poor man at a terrible 
disadvant-ge in the market. I don't know who 
ought to remedy these evils, the legislature or 
the convention, but it must be done by some 
power. As it stands now the system is fraud 
The sooner it is refosmed, the better. 

Mr John Stephens of the firm of Stephens & 
Fiynn, wholesale grocers, was next asked for an 
expr.s ion ot his views. When asked to talk on 
the subject he said: “Ah! well it is a hard 
thing te get at Beally we have no laws for the 
collection of debts When you trv to forcea 
collection now, it reminds one of the case of 
Jarndiee v3 Jarnd yce,forever coming up and go 
ing over from term to term, ind perhaps when if 
comes to a verdict it is ali eaten up by the long 
process it has passed through. Very few debts 
are paid now, simply bee use there is no law to 
force men to do so. This is why there is so little 
money in ci culation and the banks are full. 
Men will not risk it where it has no sufficient 
protection by the law.

ing stocks, and it is a fact that but very few ot 
the offivers of the banks or manufactories of the 
north are large etockholders. .

A pamphlet with the above title, re- 
cently issued by the commissioner of 
' agricil ture, is one of the best of the 
many valuable publications which have 
emanated from the department. It 
opens with a treatise on the importance 
of the subject, showing that the hog 
not only supplies by far the larger pur- 
tion of the animal fuod consumed by 
the people of the United States, but a 
surplus for export, amounting in value 
to more Mau sixty-eight and a half 
millions of dollars,” being surpassed in 
this latter respect by cotton and bread 
and breadstuffs only. Beginning with 
the hog in his wild state, his history is 
traced through domestication and his 
subsequent improvement, to the origin 
of distinct types or breeds.
